POW WOW BEING HELD TODAY 


Indian Agent Simon Michelet and 
Major McLaughlin go to 
See Red Men. 
Simon Michelet, Indian agent at 
White Earth, who, accompanied by 
Major 
James McLaughlin, 
passed 
through th#* city Sunday afternoon 
enroute to Mille I -AC lake, had an un­ 
usual mission to perform, as y#*4er- 
day u{K>n the shorts of the great lake 
which bears their name the chiefs of 
th#* Mille Lacs Indians assembled in 
the council circle mthL accompanied 
by all the accessories of form and 
barbaric solemnity which marked the 
grave debates of their early ances­ 
tor*#, deliberated with the envoys of 
tiff! white man’s government upon 
the all important question of their 
tribe’s futuris dwelling place. 
Major James McLaughlin, Minne­ 
sota h veteran of the Indian service, 
accompanied 
by 
Simon Michelet, 
ag«*ni of the White Earth reserva­ 
tion, met the assembled Imlians, and 
endeavored 
in the name 
of the 
ignited States government to induce 
the 1,000 Chippewas composing the 
tribe, to abandon th**ir nomadic life 
in the great forests on the shores of j 
the big lake and 
take 
up their 
abode on the land allot#?#! teem in 
the White Earth reservation. 
The Indians love their homo lauds 
and a i inducements offered hitherto 
have failed to elicit From them any­ 
thing but positive refusal to vacate, 
It i- thought that th#* situation to- 
day is much more likely of favorable 
outcome. 
The 
government 
has 
autbori/o’d extensive allotments to 
th • Mi lie Lacs tribe in th#* White 
M irth district, consisting of eighty 
acres of good tillable land for each 
man, woman and child. 
Iii#* Indians have been he authors 
#>f many valuable improvements in 
the territory which they have occu­ 
pied for so many years. 
I,ast winter 
congress appropriated $40,000 to pay 
them for these improvements, which 
will be appraised with the consent of 
the Indians, who will receive the 
appraised price on condition that 
they move to White Earth and take 
allotments there. 
It is the mission 
of Messrs McT.aughlin and Michelet 
to accomplish an encouraging pr#** 
sentiment of the government’s plans 
and induce th#* Indians t<j consent to 
this step. 
Major McLaughlin has been for 
thirty years in the Indian service 
arui ba* proved himself an expert in 
the conduct of treaties and agree­ 
ments with the tribes. 
Mr. Michelet 
was appointed to White Earth from 
Minneapolis aud has been very suc­ 
cessful in handling his wards. 
It is 
thought the council will cover a 
period of three or four days, as ail of 
the leading Indian orators will de­ 
mand their full say and the white 
chiefs may find it necessary to use 
many ^ s u a s i o n s . 
The place des­ 
ignated for the meeting is some forty 
miles from tho nearest railroad sta­ 
tion. 
There are some white settle­ 
ments in the vicinity, but the pres­ 
ence of the roving Indians has kept 
all but the most venturesome away 
from the lands about the lake, where 
the Indiana huut and fish and do 
very little manual labor, 
What the 
removal of the tribe from their h unt­ 
ing grounds means to thesurvivors of 
the great Chippewa nation can tx* 
readily imagine#! from the fact that 
the occupancy of the regions by them 
was recorded by Radisson, Du Lu th, 
Accault anti Hennepin in the middle 
of the seventeenth century and prob­ 
able dates from untold ages previous 
to the influx of the whites. 
The dis­ 
trict which they occupy has been 
made the subject of an exhaustive 
study aided bv personal explorations 
and preserved in book form by J. V. 
Brower and D. I. Bushnell, Jr . of 
the Minnesota Historical society.

Mr. Remington cam e over to the club 
house from his rooms at the La Forgj 
cottage during the afternoon and after 
reading the papers for 
some time 
went to the com m ittee rooms on the 
second floor. 
An hour and half later 
two muffled shots were 
heard, but 
those in the building paid no attention 
to them. 
Later Mr. Rem ington’s body 
was found by a member who went to 
the com m ittee room. 
Remington evi­ 
dently had been dead for som e time. 
A local undertaker took charge of the 
body. 
Mr. R em ington w as 
well 
know n 
am ong the su m m er residents in this 
city and had been closely identified 
with th e social world here for th e last 
seven or eight years. 
H is e n g ag e­ 
m ent to Miss May Van Alen, (laughter 
o f Ja m e s Van Alen and grand d a u g h ­ 
ter of Mrs. W illiam Astor, has been 
discussed for som e m onths. 
At first 
it was denied, and then affirmed, but 
it is generally believed th a t th ere was 
a definite en gag em ent, which, how ­ 
ever. was hrok n som e th re e w eeks 
ago. 
It is said 
Mr. Van Alen was 
greatly opposed to 
the 
engagem ent 
from th e beginning. 
Since th en Mr. 
R em ington h as been despondent, a l­ 
though when asked about th e e n g ag e­ 
m ent he steadily affirmed t h r t he was 
to be m arried in the fail. 
H e left 
the city about a week ago. b reaking up 
his dom estic 
arra n g e m en t here and 
sending aw ay all his effects. 
Last 
T hu rsd ay, how ever, he 
suddenly re­ 
tu rn ed to N ew port. 
He had frequent 
ed the read in g room of the leading 
club of N ew port, and seem ed to de­ 
sire to he left alone. 
W hen 
th e 
body 
was 
discovered 
blood w as com ing from the m outh 
and a revolver w as found by th** dead 
m an's side. 
A physician found that 
th ree shots had been fired from th * 
revolver and an exam ination of the 
head show* *1 th a t all th ree had tak en 
I effect. 
T h e first bullet app aren tly 
ploughed across the forehead, c u ttin g 
a deep gash. and th e second glanced 
j up over th e head. m a k in g a furrow on 
i the top of th e cranium , but still not 
I en tering th e skull. 
T he third shot 
was fired th rou gh the m outh and the 
bullet en tered the brain, death prob­ 
ably resu lting intantlv. 
Mr. R em ington w as th irty five years 
* old and a m e m b e r of the firm of R em ­ 
ington Bros., New* York. 
He had a1 
I w ays been know n as a m an of quiet 
I tastes. 
His d eath has caused a tre ­ 
mendous sen sation here.
